M WAGE RATE AND GIVES 
1YWAGE 


riU,-bi:rgh, March 31.—The Pennsylvania Railroad em- 


ploye.- i,-;day were asked by the management to accept 
re- 


duction in pay so that the company "could meet its financial 
requirements to take care of taxes, fixed charges and other 
obligations so as to make net earnings of approximately 
$107,000,000 a year of an average earning of $9,000,000 a 
month." 


This plea was made to the reprseentatives of the main- 


tenance of way, shopmen and unskilled labors today by C. S. 
Crick, general manager of-the eastern region. - 


According to the arrangements laborers averaging 48^ . 


cents an hour would 
receive 37, 35, 32^ and 30 cents an 


hour, depend'ng on the territory in which the.men are em- 
ployed.

Vo .]. Kennedy, of Wilmington, Dtl., general chairman of the 
.i.'i-'trij.-mrp of way, and shopmen asked for an adjournment' 
<n! ii ?, o'( loci, to -give the union .committee time to consider the 
profH.c'cil reduction. The answer of union officials was expect-' 
jd to bo {riven late today. 


Crick said the pay roll of the Pennsylvania Railroad Com- 


pmiy ti'.creased 108 per cent from 1917 to 1920. "Atthe -pres- 
ent rate," Crick s.'ud, "the men get in wages 70 cents for ev- 
ery $1.00 the railroad receives for operating. Th'e remaining 
30 cents is not'sufficient to pay for the fuel and other-^equip- 
ment. This railroad ought to have net earnings of approxi- 
mately $107,000,000 a year or an average of $9,OOQiOpO a 
month. In the period from September to Februar.jr,;;jnclusiye, 
we had an operating expense of $37,000,000 or an ayjsjrage/of 
$8,125,000 a month. We received for this same .period . $4,- 
700,000 or 42 per cent short of our requirements." --_,.- 


Crick told the employes that "it cost the railroad 
$1.05 


for every $1.00 it took in without considering taxea, -fixed 
changes and other obligation;!."
